economic system of m arketing farm 
products. 
E. B. Dorsett, of Mansfield,! 
Tioga county, has b^en appointed Di­ 
rector of the Bureau and the work is 
already 
under way. 
Mr. Dorsett as 
a member of the Farm Advisers force 
has had several 
years’ experience in 
the work of m arketing farm crops. 
In 
discussing the work, Mr. Dorsett says: 


“The great problem confronting, not! 
only the American people, hut th a t of, 
the world, is not only that of increased 
production, but 
that of distribution.! 
America is looking to the farm er for 
bread with w hioh to feed 
its soldiers 
a* well as its people that must remain i 
at home. 


“Congress 
is wrestling 
with 
the 
problem of food control. 
With an eco­ 
nomic system of food distribution in­ 
augurated, control would not be neces­ 
sary. 
Under 
present 
systems 
too 
much waste, time 
and expense is in­ 
curred in getting food products from 
the farm 
to the 
ultimate consumer. 
Any act of Congress that merely fixes 
a minimum price will not remedy this 
condition. 
W hat is most 
needed is a 
system of m arketing 
that shall keep 
the stream of food products flowing to­ 
ward the city m arkets at an even rate.* 
There 
is a vast 
difference 
between 
hoarding 
for profit 
and storing 
for 
time 
of 
need. 
With 
a system 
of 
marketing that involves 
warehouses 
and places of storage, 
food products ( 
could 
be safely 
kept 
until 
needed, 
thereby 
preventing the 
speculation 
that 
we see on every 
hand 
to-day.J 
Once the food products have left the 
farm they 
become the 
prey of food 
sharks and gamblers, but if kept on 
the 
farm or 
by an organization 
of 
farmers, 
gambling and 
speculation 
would in a largo degree, be prohibited.! 
“The Bureau 
of Markets will at- 
tempt to 
inaugurate a system 
that. 
will consider some of these im portant! 
factors in m arketing food products. It 
is the purpose of the Bureau to get in 
close touch with m arket centers and 
insofar 
as 
possible, 
regulate

stream of food products in such a way 
that the stream will not be clogged at 
its mouth. 
We have 
been promised 
the support of the big transpo rtatio n' 
companies 
and expect

some 
helpful assistance from them by way, 
of keeping the Bureau informed as to J 
the movement of farm crops.

OUR PORPOISE FISHERY. 


One af the Oldest and L ssst Known In. 
dustriss in Am erism 
One of the oldest and least known 
industries in America Is the porpoise 
fishery, which has beeu operated from 
Cape Hatteras, in North Carolina, fur 
about I**’ years. 
It should attain an 
unusual prosperity in tbe next few 
years, for the bureau of fisheries la 
urging more general use of porpoise 
hides in place of cowhide 
It is Mi 
excellent leather and could undoubted­ 
ly tie used more widely. 
Heretofore tit# moat valuable prod 
uct of tbe fishery bus beeu the oil 
which is extracted from the Jaw s of 
the porpoise and is w orth about $20 a 
gallon. 
It is universally used fur lu­ 
bricating watch** and othar very deL 
k ate mechanism* 
The body blubbei 
la also valuable. 
Attempts to menu 
facture fertiliser out of the carcasses 
have failed because of the distance 
from a fuel supply. 
The penalises ure taken st Hatteras 
in seines operated from the shore, and 
it is probably the ouly place In Araer 
lea where this has ever bean success 
fully done. 
During tbe fail, winter 
and spring many porpoises are seen od 
the south Atlantic coast aud at Hat 
teras they come within a few hundred 
yards of the surf. They are taken by 
spreading seine* about 200 yards out­ 
side the surf line. As soon ss tbe por­ 
poises have come inside tbs seine ll 
is drugged ashure. 
Often a whole 
school of these sea creatures is tfken 
in a single haul.—Baltimore American.
